The figures of birth* end death* shown in this statement 
far week ending the 25th August, 1051, relate to 188 
towns with an estimated population of 25,381 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 236 and their population is 
28,440 thousands. Thus 80% of the total number of towns 
representing 86% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded in 
these towns were 18,333 and 8,944 representing birth and 
death rates of 37 ■ 6 and 18 ' 3 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(4) State* (Parts A <b O ). — The data here relate 
to 167 towns with an estimated population of 22,346 
thousands. Information about Assam and Bihar ooold not 
be included. The total number of towns Is 202 and their 
population is 25,128 thousands. Thus 83% of the total 
number of towns representing 89% of the total population 
is oovered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 16,744 and, 8,203 rdpresamiug birth and 
death rates of 39 0 and 19- 1 per thousand oi population 


respectively. The table at the end gives the position by 
States. 

Nellore in Madras was the only town whioh had a high 
death rate of 55 ■ 1 per thousand of population and this high 
death rate was largely due to deaths from fevers. 

(B) States ( Part if).—-' The data here relate to 
21 towns with an estimated population of 3,035 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 34 and their population is 4,313 
thousands. Thus 62% of the total' number of towns repre- 
senting 70% of the total population is oovered. The 
numbers of births and de iths recorded in these towns were 
1,589 and 741 representing birth and death rates of 27-2 
and 12 ’7 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
